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HE ROBBED THE 
GOTTON BELT 


CHARGE AGAINST DANIEL 
HAYNES OF MALDEN, MO. 


WAS THEIR CLAIM AGENT. 


Said to Have Stolen $20,000 by Put- 
ting in Straw Claims and Pay- 
ing the Money to Himself. 


Daniel Haynes, formerly stock claim 
agent of the Cotton Belt route, was locked 
up at the Four Courts Thursday morning. 
He was arrested Wednesday at his home in 
Malden, Mo., on a bench warrant issued by 
Judge Zachritz, in consequence of his in- 
dictment by the St. Louis Grand-jury for 
uttering written instruments with forged 
indorsements. 

It is understood that sixteen indictments 
have been found. None of them has yet 
been given out. The specific charge against 
Haynes is that he swindled the Cotton Belt 
out of about $20,000 while he was their claim 
agent. * 

His alleged method of operation in his 
crooked work was shrewd. He would pre- 
pare bogus claims, it is said, in the names 
of cattle shippers living along the line of 
the road, and then, as Claim Agent, would 
investigate“ and indorse the claims. On 
his recommdndation the claims would be al- 
lowed and drafts made payable to claimants 
would be sent to him. He would then in- 
dorse the drafts by forging the names of 
the claimants to whom they were payable, 
present them for payment and pocket the 
money. é ’ ' 

Haynes entered the employ of the road in 
1888 as Assistant Claim Agent, and in 1891 
was promoted and made Claim Agent. Last 
summer the officials of the road became 
suspicious of his operations and he is said 
to have been discharged. This, however, he 


denies. 

An invéstigation which followed resulted 
in his indictment. : 

The bench ‘warrant for Haynes’ arrest 
was issued Monday. Deputy Sheriff Adolph 
Troll went to Malden and arrested the man 
Tuegfay. He consented to come to St. Louis 
without any trouble. He arrived here at 6 
o’cloek' ‘Thursday morning, and was put in 
the holdover. |

I am well known at Malden, Mo., 
my home, and all along the Cotton Belt 
Railroad, where I had worked as claim 
agent for nine years. I have done nothing 
irregular and anticipate no trouble in prov- 


t. 

Why. I have lived in Malden ever since 
the town was founded nearly twenty years 
ago. I have been Mayor, Justice of. the 
Peace and United States Commissioner 
there, and if I do say it myself, no man 
stands higher there than I do. I was a 
sub-contractor when the Cotton Belt was 
built and I constructed twenty-five miles 
of the road. I also built the River Valley 
& Arkansas road. I oon a great deal of 
property in and around Malden, and it has 
never been necessary for me to resort to 
questionable methods in order to make 
money. 

For nine years I was claim agent for the 
Cotton Belt. My terr!tory extended from 

Mo., to Paragould, Ark. I 
gave up that position last June, and since 
then J have attended to my own private 
bus n I cannot imagine what I am 
charg... with, and I know that all my acts 
while claim agent will stand the most 
searching investigation.“ 

Haynes sent for David M. Harris, a whole- 
sale clothing dealer of 813 Washington ave- 
nue, who consented to furnish bond. Judge 
Zachritz had not fixed the amount at noon, 
and Haynes and Harris were waiting in the 
Sheriff's office ready to act when the amount 
was fixed. The Judge said, however, that 
it would not be less than $5,000. 

Mr. Harris says he has known Haynes for 
twenty years and has always esteemed him 
highly. Harris formerly lived at Malden. 
He says Haynes owns a great deal of prop- 
erty there and is considered one of the most 
substantial and honorable men in South- 
east Missouri. 

President Fordyce of the Cotton Belt is 
absent from the city. Attorney Wes de- 
clined to discuss the details of the case. 
No one at the general offices of the com- 
pany would state definitely the amount of 

aynes’ Deer peculations, but it is under- 
stood to be in the ne ghborhood of $20,000.

‘Bushnell and Foraker Accept the Gage 
of Battle and Say Hanna Shall 
Not Be Senator.

COLUMBUS, O., Feb. 18.—Gov. Bushnell 
and Senator Foraker have accepted the 
McKinley-Hanna-Cox declaration of war 
and it is stated on what seems unquestion- 
able authority that Hanna will not be Sen- 
ator.

Kurtz of the Republican State Executive

conference that there were any new devel- 
opments in the Senatorial situation, the 
report comes very direct that it was decided 
not to appoint Hanna to the vacancy. Kurtz 
can have the seat if he wants it, but he now 
holds the office of State Oil Inspector, 
which pays about four times the salary of 
a United States Senator. If Kurtz does not 
take it Lieut.-Gov. Jones will be appointed. 

Hanna positively reiterates that he will 
not go into the Cabinet. 

It is reported that Hon. James A. Gary of 
Maryland will be Postmaster General. 

Hon. Bellamy Storer of Cincinnati will be 
First Assistant Secretary of State. 

CLEVELAND, O., Feb. 18.—It is defi- 
nitely settled that-M. A, Hanna will not go 
into McKinley's Cabinet. Hanna announced 
this morning that he had determined to re- 
main in Ohio. He will contest in the Legis- 
lature next winter for the full term in the 
United States Senate. In fact, Hanna's 
supporters have already organized his cam- 
paign. The hope that Gov. Bushnell may 
appoint Hanna to fill the unexpired term 
of Senator Sherman has practically been 
abandoned. ;

| COLLAPSE OF THE STEEL POOL 


STIMULATES BUYING. 


IMMENSE ORDERS PLACED. 


Mills Have Work for a Year Ahead 
and the General Trade Will 
Feel the Impetus. 


One of the healthiest signs of a business 
revival is the approaching boom in the iron 
trade. It isn’t a sequel of McKinley’s elec- 
tion, but the direct result of the smash-up 
of the Steel Rail Trust. 

With the prices of steel rails at $26 a ton, 
business flat and no money in sight, the 
railroads dragged along from hand to 
mouth and cut their equipment expenses 
down to a minimum. 

Then came the dissolution of the steel rail 
pool ten days ago. Rate slashing went on 
at a frenzied rate. Rockefeller’s company, 
the Illinois Steel Works, is said to have cut 
the price to $14 a ton. Carnegie had to 
come down to $13 to meet this in the East, 
and $15 to hold up against it in the Euro- 
pean market. 

There is no knowledge of any sales having 


been made at these prices, but it is safe 


to say that of the millions of tons of rails 


bought within the past week none were 
sold for over $18. 

The railroads who had been nursing the 
mills in the trust under the guiding spirit 
of the late President Roberts of the Penn- 
sylvania system, saw their opportunity and 
loosened up their purse strings. Rails were 
bought right and left at the cut prices. Al- 
though all the other mills were out for the 
Carnegie scalp, officials of that company 
claim they gobbled all the orders and will 
run for a year ahead, while the rival con- 
cerns rust. 

Whoever has the orders, it is certain that 
the flurry will result in an immense output 
of rails. Incidental to this will be work 
for the mill hands, work for railroad me- 
chanics and an immense demand on the 
iron trade for accessory materials. 

Activity in the local market has not been 
marked. Mr. William E. Guy of the St. 
Louis & Eastern railroad bought heavliy 
within the past week. It is not Known 
where he placed his order, but he got his 
rails for $18 a ton and saved a cool $100, 
for his company. 

It is stated om competent authority 
another local ad m 
raising „000 in New York and 
vast amount in the purchase of steel _rails 
for the purpoue of extending a northern 
property. e placed his order in Chicago, 
presumably with the IIlinois Steel Com- 
pany, though their local sales agent, Mr. R. 
B. Lyle, claims he knows nothing of the 
transaction. 7 

The heavy buying put a semblance of 
backbone into the market. Rails were 
quoted Thursday at $23 and $24.a ton in Chi- 
cago and $21 in Pittsburg—not so far off 
from the trust figure. 

Figures, though, are really fictitious. Mr. 
Lyle of the Illinois Company refused point 
blank Wednesday to quote a figure on steel 
rails on the local market. He said condi- 
tions were such that he absolutely could 
not do so. Right now a man with a long 
roll of greenbacks can buy steel rails at any 
old price. 

The stiffening of the market under the 
pressure of lively demand has given rise 
to rumors of another trust. ; 

It is imposible to make rails for less than 
8317 a ton: All orders now on hand will be 
turned out practically at a loss. Self- 
preservation, it is said, will force some form 
of combination. t may be that the rail- 
roads will fall back on President Roberts’ 
plan, fix a price that will prove profitable to 
the mills and distribute orders to keep ail 
the mills running moderately. 

Another talked of combination is an alli- 
ance of ore, shipping, freight and railroad 
interests to combat the plans of Rockefeller 
and Carnegie. 

There is doubt of the possibility of this, 
as the Illinois Steel Company within a few 
days made an offer to furnish the Govern- 
ment armor plate at 50 per cent less than 
the Carnegie contract price. This would in- 
dicate that the Illinois — — had ob- 
tained from the Bethlehem Company per- 
mission to use the Harvey process. arne- 

e heretofore shared the privilege with the 

ethlehem works by oral agreement. 

Mr. R. B. Lyle, local representative of the 
Illinois Steel Company, Mr. W. J. Latten of 
the Carnegie Company, and Mr. Ezra Lin- 
ley of the Cambria Steel Works, Johnstown, 
Pa., claim to know nothing of e efforts 
of their company to form a new pool. They 
say they learn these things from the news- 
papers before their company notifies them.

The most thorough Inspection of tenement 
and ladging houses ever aindertaken by the 
Health Department in St. Leuis will be 
completed in a few days. It was begun the 


has had about twenty-five men busy nearly 
ever since. 

It. has been customary for the Sanitary 
Division to make special examinations of 
this class of buildings every year, but it 
has sometimes been done tn a merely per- 
functory manner. One reason for making 
the present examination thorough is that 
Dr. Starkloff intends to submit an ordinance 
to the Municipal Assembly rectifying the 
defects in those now in force and giving 
the department better control of such places, 
In drawing it he will be guided by the re- 


suits of the investigation, 

e report which will be submitted to 
the Health Commissioner will deal with 
every building in the city harboring five or 
more families. The size of each buildin 
will be shown by rooms and stories, an 
how it fronts, whether street, alley or court, 
the average size of rooms, number of fami. 
lies, number of adults and children, average 
number of persons to a room, condition of 
rooms, whether the walls are whitewashed 
or papered; if there is a janitor on the 
premises, privy accommodations, vaults and 
closets in y or house, whether slop sinks 
and kitchen sinks are trapped, condition of 
ventilation for closets, if cellar is occu- 
pied for dwell purposes and its floor is 
water tight, condition of floors of halls and 
rooms, disposition of ashes and garbage, the 
kind of water used, he nationality of in- 
mates, their class and health. 

The ordinance under which tenement and 
lodging houses are now lated is chiefly 
remarkable for its indefiniteness. There is 
not a definite requirement in it. The word 
„adequate“ occurs about twenty times. No- 
where is it shown what is “adequate” or 
who is to be the judge. There is much lati-

exhaustive inspection of manufacturi 
efablishments in which women and chil- 
Gren are employed and places where the 
clothing is made.

‘One of the largest 12 carried 
by the bill is to pay the judgment for $1,- 
$10,000, secured by the Southern Pacific Rail- 
road in the Court of Claims. It will be 
fought in the House. For completing the 
revenue steamer Hugh MeCulloch for the 
Pacific coast $12,600 is appropriated, and for 
her armament 700. 

There are the followl river and harbor 
appropriations: For continuing work on the 
Mississippi from the head of the passes to 
the mouth of the Ohio, $625,000; for the Miss- 
issippi from the mouth of the Ohio to the 
mouth the Missouri, $823,000; from the 
Missouri to St. Paul, 000. 

An appropriation of $50,000 is made for the 
entertainment of the Congress of the Unil- 
versal Postal Union to meet in Washington 
next May, The Postmaster General re- 
quested „000 for this purpose.

Prices of commodities were not forced 
down as the value of a restricted supply 
of redemption money was forced up. It 
is easier to see how a people can be pros- 
perous under a lesser per capita circula- 
tion without a single money standard 
than it is to see how they can prosper 
under a larger per capita circulation witn 
the single standard of values. But the 
fact is not denied. The gold organs ad- 
mit it. 

But the gréatest depression in business 
has come since 1893, when the money 
power succeeded in checking all incrcase 
in the money supply. During the five 
years following the demoneétization of sil- 
ver in 18% the country passed through 
panic aud continued prostration. The be- 
ginning of silver coinage in 1878 saw the 
beginning of improvement. This con- 
tinued until silver coinage, reduced to the 
minimum under successive gold admibis- 
trations of the Treasury Department, was 
finally stopped altogether under the Sher- 
man law. This*was six years ago and the 
business of the country has languished 
ever since. The repeal of the Sherman

aign. 
* Campbell, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Privileges and Elections, pre- 
sented his report on the contests that arose 
over the election of Precinct Commifteemen. 

Much interest has been manifested in this 
report, as that committee had been working 
hard for two weeks in untwisting the 
ugly tangles in tBe contests between the 
Ruilerites and their opponents in the First 
and Nineteenth wards. The only other 
spirited rivalries were between the Blong 
and Bradshaw factions in the Twenty-sixth 
Ward.

Greedy Old Chicago and Hustling Lit- 
tle Cincinnati Spur St. Louis Mer- 
chants to Quick Action. 


Active work in the matter of proper repre- 
sentation of St. Louis at the Tennessee 
Centennial Exposition, which opens May 1. 
has begun. The pulse of business circles is 
being felt and an almost universal desire 
is expressed that this city should make 
not only some showing, but as large a dis- 
play as possible.

JUSTICE COURTS 
RUN RECKLESSLY. 


THEY HAVE FAILED TO PAY UN- 
DER THE SALARY SYSTEM. 


COSTS LEFT UNCOLLECTED. 


Great Extravagance in Fitting Up 
Court Quarters Given Free Rein 
by City Officials. 


Other reasons than the non-collection of 
costs in justice court cases are contribut- 
ing to make the present system a burden 
upon the city. 

Dennis Devoy, who has a bill in the Legis- 
lature to appoint a prothonotary for the 
justice courts, to compel the collection of 
costs, attributes to this laxity alone the 
discrepancy between collections under tho 
old system, when the fees went to the 
justices’. clerks and constables, and at 


present. 

According to one familiar with present 
practices in justice courts, reckless extra- 
vagance and apparent failure to account 
for certain fees collected is more respon- 
sible for the failure of the courts to sup- 
port themselves than the non-collection of 
costs, although uncollected costs, since the 
system was incepted, amount to a pretty 


sum. 

The extravagance began when prepara- 
tions were made under the new law. The 
commission appointed by Mayor Walbridge 
to secure quarters for the courts provided 
lavishly. For the court presided over by 
Justice Haughton at Eighth and Pine 
streets, they contracted for four rooms for 
which the city agreed to pay $120 a month. 
Any one but the oy could have secured 
the rooms for from $10 to $20 a month. For 
other courts the rent paid ranges from $50 
to $120 a month according to location, an 
average of $8 a month, or $765 for the nine 
courts. 

The commission having been so liberal. 
the justices were not slow to follow their 
example. They ordered furniture for their 
court rooms lavishly, though the Supply 
Commissionér bought fancy desks and hand- 
some chairs and tables, all of which is taxed 
against the first four years’ receipts under 

he new system. 
; A unten te practiced by the constables of 
charging up carfare each month. In one 
of the Sown-town courts this amounts to 
$25 a month, and it is stated that the item 
is similar in the eight others, making a to- 
tal of $22 a month or $2,700 a year. Stamps 
are used quite r at times, but the 
total per month of all the courts is said to 
be about $4, or $640 a year. 

In Justice Haughton s court, just before 
his appointment by the Circuit Judges, a 
large stove which now stands unused in 
the hall next his court-room and is appa- 
rently in excellent condition, was discarded. 
A new one was purchased for $80 that could 
have been secured for about $50. 

A Justice now receives $2,500 a year, the 
Constable $150 a month and 2% per cent of 
judgments and costs collected, his two dep- 
uties $75.a month each and the clerk $100 
a month. The total monthly salaries for 
the nine courte is $6,475, or 365,700 a year. 
Under the old fee system most of the Jus- 
tices and les received at least four 
times as much. The trouble was that the 
constables collected the costs in the case 
and then troubled not to collect the judg- 
they had insured themselves 
and the Justices against loss.

When Mr. Schattman was questioned by 
a Post-Dispatch reporter he excused the 
state of affairs at Justice Spaulding’s court 
by the statement that in the ority of 
the cases transferred from that court the 
transcript fees were left to be collected by 
the court to which they were sent. 

Schattman has n at work since the 
middle of January trying to ascertain the 
number of settled cases in each court in 
which the costs remain uncollected. It is a 
difficult undertaking because the papers in 
each case have to be examined and the 
records gone over. The two down-town 
courts average 200 to 20 cases a month. Two 
days ago he finished with Justice Spauld- 
ing’s Court, the first he dertook. He is 
now at work in Justice Haughton’s. His 
investigation showed that tn Justiée Spauld- 
ing’s Court, on January 1, 1897, costs were 
uncollected in 500 cases disposed of between 
December, 1894, when the. present N 
was started, and September 1, 1896. ith $5 
as the average costs in each case, the de- 
linquency amounts to $2,500 in all, or $1,500 
a year. There are nine justices. e $1, 
annually uncollected is almost enough to 
pay Constable Brady’s salary for one year.

The cases are received 
and tried without. Sometimes it takes quite 
awhile to collect the costs and those uncol- 
lected now may be paid a year hence.

Suggestion That the All-Water Route 
to Mexico Go by Way 
of Hayti. 


The anouncement that St. Louis capita- 
lists are contemplating the operation of a 
steamship line between St. Louis and Mex- 
ico via New Orleans, is already having an 
effect on local trade. 0 

Local manufacturers have received forty 
orders from Hayti during the last week. 

The shipping agent through whom these 
orders were placed writes that the atten- 
tion of Haytian merchants was directed to 
the St. Louls market by the published 
statement that St. Louis shippers intended 
to provide an all-water connection between 
Mississippi river points and Mexico. 

In a communication to the Manufacturers’

that as matters now stand it is cheaper to 
ship goods from Europe than from America, 
though the merchants of Hayti would rather 
buy in the American a _poarket if they could 
do so profitably.
